6 (original). The stud-supported storage assembly as described in 
claim 5, wherein each of said elongate slots extends along a portion of a 
respective said end wall, and also extends through an edge of one of said 
side walls. 

7 (original). The stud-supported storage assembly as described in 
claim 6, wherein said shelf mounting assembly includes mounting 
brackets being fastened in said elongate slots, each of said mounting 
brackets having an eyelet portion extending outwardly beyond said side 
wall of said shelf member. 
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8 (original). The stud-supported storage assembly as described in 
claim 7, wherein said shelf mounting assembly also includes bracket 
members being fastened to adjacent said elongafe stud members; each of 
said bracket members having an end portion and also having a dowel 
being perpendicularly attached to said end portion and being received in 
said eyelet portion of a respective said mounting bracket; said shelf 
member being pivotally attached to said mounting brackets, and being 
pivotal in a stored position between said elongate stud members with said 
cover and said bottom wall of said shelf member being disposed generally 
parallel to said elongate stud members, and also being pivotal in an 
accessibly usable position with said cover afl<i said bottom wall of said 
shelf member disposed generally perpendicular to said elongate stud 
members. 

9 (original). The stud-supported storage assembly as described in 
claim 7, wherein said shelf mounting assembly also includes shelf 
support members being spacedly attached to a side of said wall member; 
each of said shelf support members being an L-shaped block having a 
first portion which is fastened to said wall member and also having a 
second portion which extends outwardly generally perpendicular to said 
wall member and having a bore being lateralW-disposed therethrough; 
said mounting brackets being pivotally attached to said shelf support 
members; said shelf member being pivotal in a stored position against 
said wall member with said cover and said bottom wall of said shelf 
member being disposed generally parallel to said wall member; and also 
being pivotal in an accessibly usable position with said cover and said 
bottom wall of said shelf member being disposed generally perpendicular 
to said wail member. 
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
